Power play

WAINFLEET — Let it blow, 
let it blow, let it blow. 

When you derive 70% of 
your yearly household elec¬ 
tricity from wind-generated 
power, you might be more apt 
to sing that lyrical variation of 
the Christmas classic. 

Such is the case for a fam¬ 
ily living off the grid in Wain- 
fleet, where their household 
electricity needs are provided 
by Mother Nature. 

Simple economics was the 
driving force behind the Drys- 
dales turning to wind and 
solar for their energy needs 
when they built their home 
on 12 hectares on Garringer 
Rd. nine years ago. 

They wouldn’t have it any 
other way today. 

“When we first looked into 
this property, there were no 
power lines out here what¬ 
soever,” said Mark Drysdale. 
“The closest they were was 
about two kilometres away.” 

He said Hydro One could 
not give him a solid esti¬ 
mate for the cost of extend¬ 
ing power lines to service his 

“They gave us an estimate 
of anywhere from $10,000 to 
$50,000... They couldn't give 
us a lockdown price until we 
paid them $1,000 to do a sur¬ 
vey, and even at that the total 
was a guess.” 

Weighing that guesstimate 

— and “at that point I was 
really concerned about where 
the price of hydro was going” 

— Drysdale and his wife, Joni, 
opted for off-grid living. 

Twenty-five-thousand 
dollars later, they were gen¬ 
erating their own electric¬ 
ity via a 1,500-watt windmill 
(since expanded to two) atop 
a 37-metre-tall poll and with 
2,000 watts of solar panels 
that store energy in a battery 
bank in their basement. 

Because Drysdale, a 
machinist, runs his business 

— Drysdale Precision Inc. — 
in a shop on the property, he 
requires plenty of electricity 
to operate his heavy equip¬ 
ment. For that, he runs a 
100,000-volt-amp diesel gen¬ 
erator — not cheap, he paid in 
the neighbourhood of $17,000 
for it — which also serves as 
backup power for the house 


should the sun not shine and 
the wind not blow for two or 
three days. 

On this windy day, which 
was preceded by about 10 
days of high winds, the Drys- 
dales actually have too much 
energy stored in their battery 
bank. So they have to "spill” 
some into a resistor that dis¬ 
sipates the excess energy as 
heat into the basement (the 
plan is to redirect that heat 
into the hot-water tank). 

The Drysdales and their 
daughters Ashley, 24, Alyssa, 
22, and Amber, 13, give up 
none of the creature comforts 
of a traditional home. 

“I never tell my girls to turn 
off lights or turn off the TVs. I 
just don’t even care, it’s free 
(electricity),” Drysdale said. 

Off-grid living means the 
swapping out of electricity- 
thirsty appliances like stoves, 
hot water tanks and clothes 
dryers for ones powered by 
propane. 

“Everything else is like a 
normal house," Drysdale said, 
noting at times there are three 
TVs turned on at once. 

Another home was built 
near the Drysdales’ residence 
a few years ago, and its own¬ 
ers recently brought in Hydro 
One service. That would 
decrease the cost for the Drys¬ 
dales to do the same, but Joni 
and Mark have no interest in 
getting on the grid. 

“I don’t know how many 

out here and people’s power 
has gone out,” Joni said. 

“My daughters will bring 
friends over because here the 
lights are still on.” 

“I still would not consider 
getting in power, unless they 
offered it to me for free,” Mark 
said. 

“That’s the only way I would 
do it. Because honestly, how 
can you beat getting it from 
the sun and taking it from 
the wind and making all the 
power you need.” 

Cam Mather and his wife 
and two daughters moved to 
their off-grid home in Tam- 
worth, Ont., north of Napa- 
nee, from Burlington 15 years 
ago. 

The Mathers knew nothing 
about off-grid living. 

“I didn’t know the differ¬ 
ence between AC and DC 
electricity," Mather said in a 


phone interview. “We were 
burned out on city life. We 
home-schooled our kids, so 
we believed that we could 
learn what we needed to 
learn. We met great people 
who have helped us along the 

Mather has smce become a 
promoter of renewable ener¬ 
gies. He has authored books 
and conducted workshops on 
renewable energy at colleges 
throughout the province. 

“I think I got up to speed 
fairly fast” 

The Mather home is pow¬ 
ered by a one-kilowatt Bergey 
windmill and 2,500 watts of 
solar panels. A solar domes¬ 
tic water heater takes care of 
their hot-water needs. Backup 
generation is supplied by a 
10,000-watt gas generator. 
Mather said the generator is 
needed two or three times a 

He acknowledges going off 
grid is not economical unless 
it is for new construction 
where power lines must be 
extended a distance. 

"It’s all relative. I just had a 
young couple approach me 
in the small town where I live, 
and they were two electric¬ 
ity poles away from the utility 
grid and it was going to cost 
them $40,000 to get the grid 
to their house, which to me 
sounded ludicrous. 

“I told them, listen, for 40 
grand you can get an excep¬ 
tional off-grid system.” 

Horizon Utilities spokes¬ 
man Larry Roberts said his 
company, which supplies 
electricity to St. Catharines 
and Hamilton, does not 
charge for a sight survey. He 
could not venture a guess as 
to what Horizon would charge 
for a hookup that requires 
more than 30 metres of cable. 

“We wouldn’t even be 
able to ballpark it,” he said, 
"because it completely 
depends on the project Every 
one is different.” 

While it is more convenient 
to be on the grid, Mather sees 
it as a good investment. 

"By going off grid, you 
remove yourself from having 
to pay the (Ontario Hydro) 
debt-retirement charge and 
transmission and all that other 
stuff, for the rest of your life.”

I’ve been thinking about hope

Recently mega-church pastor Rick 
Warren and his wife were on CNN talk¬ 
ing about the suicide of their son, Mat¬ 
thew, who had a long struggle with clin¬ 
ical depression. In pain Rick Warren 
remembered his son saying, “Daddy...it’s 
real clear I’m not going to get any better, 
so why can’t I just die. I know I’m going 
to heaven so why can’t I just die?” 

But suicide is a form of murder, and 
in Galatians 5 St Paul lists murder along 
with many other sins that prevent those 
who do them from inheriting the king¬ 
dom of God. An Orthodox priest I know 
had to bury his brother, who had com¬ 
mitted suicide. My friend wondered how 
he could pray for the soul of his brother. 

He wondered until he was chanting the 
prayer in the Liturgy where we lift up the 
bread and the wine and say, “Thine own 
of thine own, we offer unto thee, in behalf 
of all and for all.” Then my friend knew 
that he and the people were praying also 


for his brother as one of us all. 

I take comfort from this prayer on 
behalf of all and for all. The Church’s mis¬ 
sion is for the whole world—for all—and 
we pray for the world that God so loved, 
that he gave his only-begotten Son. 

And yet so many terrible things happen 
in the world. Months ago two bishops 
from Aleppo in Syria were abducted and 
have never been heard of since, despite 
our fervent prayers. In late October 
Islamist rebels killed 45 men, women and 
children in Sadan, Syria. More recently a 
major typhoon killed about five thousand 
Philippine people. 

Years ago a British newspaper asked 
great men of the time to write about the 
problems of the world. G.K. Chester¬ 
ton simply wrote a brief letter to the edi¬ 
tor, saying, "I am the problem with the 
world.” And of course each of us is the 
problem with the world until we turn 
away from ego-building and turn to God 
and his Christ. There are other problems 
with the world, like typhoons, to be sure, 
but the problem of egoism is at the root 


of much evil in the world. 

I do not counsel despair. Instead, let 
us hope in God, who loves us and whose 
way of salvation starts with each of us 
turning to Christ in faith. 

The late Elder Sohprony tells us that the 
age-old experience of life in the Church 
has proven irrefutably that for God no 
sickness of spirit is incurable. We may 
be born in unfavorable circumstances. 
We may suffer every kind of deprivation, 
loss or injury. All that is unfortunate in 
the contemporary world may make its 
mark on us—possess us, even. But from 
the moment we turn to God, resolved to 
follow his commandments, a process of 
basic healing begins. 

So let us believe that the things which 
are impossible with men are possible 
with God. For example, Christ was bom 
of a Virgin. Christ was crucified and 
died, but on the third day rose again with 
a transformed body. Christ sent and still 
sends the Holy Spirit on his Church, so 
that the process of healing may transform 
ail who believe in Christ, our hope.

“This way we will not have duplication 
of staff roles, and can maximize what we 
can accomplish in terms of dollars spent 
and keeping the community aware of 
the urgent needs of our hospitals," Nieu- 
westeeg said. 

Six hospital foundations in Niagara 
have agreed in principle to amalgamate. 

Nieuwesteeg said the only foundation 
not yet on board is Niagara-on-the-Lake 
“due to time constraints,” but it hopes to 
be part of the amalgamation in the “very 

Hospital foundations raise money to 
buy and replace medical equipment. The 
provincial government funds the bricks, 
mortar and operations of hospitals. 

There has been talk for 20 months 
about creating the new organization, 
known as One Foundation. 

The amalgamation into One Founda¬ 
tion will take effect in January. The head 
office will be in Welland. It will have 18 
volunteer board members: five from 
St. Catharines; four from Niagara Falls; 
three from Niagara-on-the-Lake; three 
from Welland; two from Port Colbome 
and one from Fort Erie. 

The chairperson will be St. Catharines’ 
Mike Watt. Niagara Falls’ Joe Maggiolo 
and Port Colborne's Cindy Thorpe will 
be the two vice-chairs. Nieuwesteeg, 
who will represent Niagara Falls on the 
One Foundation board. 

“We will have resources in all of the 
hospitals ... Just as we do now,” said 
Watt. 

The new board will respect donor 
wishes. Donors in all communities will 
be able to direct their gifts to sites or pro¬ 
grams locally or to regional programs 
or services such as cardiac, stroke, can¬ 
cer and mental health. Wishes regarding 
existing donor funds also will be hon- 

The board’s next step will be recruiting 
a chief executive to replace four vacant 
executive director positions and organ¬ 
ize a fundraising committee for the pro¬ 
posed south Niagara hospital on the out¬ 
skirts of Niagara Falls. 

Watt said the board is “absolutely” 
behind the NHS proposal to build a new 
hospital at the comer of Lyons Creek and 
Montrose Rds. to replace aging sites in 
Niagara Falls, Niagara-on-the-Lake, Fort 
Erie, Welland and Port Colbome. 

“There has been, obviously, some 
political division over the new Niagara 
south hospital, but I think we, as a foun¬ 
dation, need to be seen as speaking with 
one voice across the region,” he said. 

“I think that sends absolutely the 
right message to the Minister (of Health) 
about how we feel about health care in 
moving forward.”
